Impeaching Cotton Report. 

Secretary Richard Cheatham of the 
Southern Cotton Growers’ association 
has called President Roosevelt's atten- 
tion to what he regards as gross irreg- 
ularities in the preparation and publi- 
cation of the government cotton report 
issued June 2. For several months the 
statistics gathered by the association 
have varied noticeably from those is- 
sued by the department.

King 
Oscar has summoned the riksdag of 
Sweden in extra session June 30 to 
consider the action of Norway. 
Russian Ships Interned. 

Rear Admiral Enquist, in command 
of the Russian protected cruisers Auro- 
ra, Oleg and Jemtchug, which fled dur- 
ing the battle of the Sea of Japan and 
took refuge in the port of Manila, re- 
ceived orders from St. Petersburg on 
June 8 to abide by the decision of the 
American authorities, which was to 
leave the port within twenty-four hours 
from the time of notice or have his 
ships interned. Governor Wright, act- 
ing under the instruction of President 
Roosevelt, had taken the ground that 
since the ships were injured In battle

FLAG DAY OBSERVED THROUGH- 
OUT THE LAND, 


Wednesday nfrked the 128th 
anniversary of the birth of 
the American flag and has 
been designated as Flag day. In 
many places patriotic observances are 
being held, in the schools and by pa- 
triotic organizations, The local tent, 
Daughters of Veterans, and the Wom- 
an’s relief corps will hold an entertain- 
ment tonight in observance of the day. 

A short history of the flag 1s of tn- 
terest at this time. 

It is now known that congress, as- 
sembled in Philadelphia June 4, 1777, 
“Resolved, That the flag of — the 
United States be 13 stripes, alternate 
red and white. and that the Union be 
13 stars. white on a blue field, rep- 
resenting a new constellation.” This 
resolution marked the birth of the 
rational banner that has never. been 
lowered in defeat to a foreign foe, 

In the original design by Washing- 
ton the stars were six-pointed, as on 
the face of all American coins, but 
the Philadelphia seamstress, Betsey 
Ross, altered the star to five points 
and five-pointed the star hasy res 
mained. 

The design of the flag was suggest- 
ed by the flag displayed by Washing- 
ton at Cambridge, Jan, 2, 1776, 
which consisted of 13 stripes of red 
and white, with across of St. An- 


drew in place of the stars, which 
were afterward adopted. 

It was at Fort Schuyler that “Old 
Glory” received its baptism of blood, 
waving over the besieged Americans. 
Shortly afterward it waved. over the 
victorious American army, recelving 


the surrender of the British under Sir 
John Burgoyne, at Saratoga. 

After the War of Independence, 
when Vermont and Kentucky applied 
for admission as states, a controversy 
arose over the flag. -It was settled by 
leaving the stripes unaltered, but 
adding one star for each of the new 
states and since a star has been add- 
ed for every state admitted to the 
Union. 

Americans are inclined. to believe 
that the Stars and Stripes is the 
youngest banner representing a great 
mnation, but this belief Is erroneous, as 
the tri-color of France originated in 
1774, and the Union Jack of Great 
Britain, in its  presentg distinctiv® 
form, dates only from the union of 
1801. The Spanish flag took its pres- 
ent design in 1785, and the banners 
of Germany and Italy are but of yes- 
terday, dating from the elevation of 
the present dynasties to the thrones of 
those countries. 

Several flags were in use in this 
country before the adoption of the 
present banner. No flag was carrier 
by the men who marched to North 
bridge on February 26, 1775, or the 
farmers who assembled at Lexingtoa 
on April 19, 1775.

were displayed at 
Funker Hill. ©ne was of bright red 
and bore the. taunting inseript’on, 
“Come. if You Dare.’ Another was of 
blue flannel, with a white canton. quar- 
tered by a St. Andrew cross, and had ; 
Small pine. tree in the ppper  left-hanc 
corner. , 

In 1754 Benjamin Franklin urged the 
colonies to unite and fllustrated his 
Loint with a wood cut of a rattlesnake, 
divided into 13 parts, under which were 
the words “Unite or die.” Throughout 
the colonies the cry was echoed and 
flags bearing a rattlesnake in various, 
positions were borne at Bunker Hill. 


An elegant design of yellow bunt- 
ing Was presented to congress for 
adoption. This flag showed a= snake 
stretched lizily across its field ana 
the inscription was “Don't tread = on 


me." Another flag combined the 
snake and pine tree, the snake curled 
around the tree. Above the tree were 
the words “An appeal to heaven." 
John Paul Jones carried the pine tree 
and snake design on the Alfred in the 
fight with phe. Bonhomme Richard, The 
crescent flag of South Carolina, deep 
blue with white crescent Was w.th 
Lee and Marion in the desperate raids 
or the British and in the south tm 
Revolutionary’ days. 

The flag adopted by the colonial 
congress, after a recommendaton by 
Washington. Franklin and Robert 
Morris. is the national emblem of mil- 
lions of people on the American con- 
tinent, and floats proudly in Porto 
Rico, the Sandwich slands and the 
Philippines.

ing reference to the late Warren F. 
Draper: 

Oldest of seven children of Martin 
Draper (for forty-four years deacon of 
the church at Dedham, Mass.) and Sal- 
ly Fisher; born at Dedham, Mass,, De- 
cember 12, 1818; united with the church 
at Dedham, December 27, 1840; fittod 
for college at Phillips academy, 134f- 
43; was graduated from Amherst col- 
lege, 1847, after taking the full course: 
taught at Holliston, Medfield, and Can- 
ton, Mass,, winters; entered this semi- 
nary in the autumn of 1847, but was: 
obliged to leave in a few weeks because 
of ill health. 

In Apri, 1849, he became a bookselljer 
at Andover, Mass,, and was soon a 
publisher as well, a business continued 
until his death. In 1850 he became the 
publisher of The Bibliotheca Sacra, 
which he issued until 1884. In addition 
to the hundreds of valuable volumes 
from ‘the pens of others that came from 
his press two were prepared by him 
the “Index to The Bibliotheca Sacra, 
Volumes I.—XXX.,” Andover, 1874, xiv 
280 pp., pronounced by Dr, Ezra Abbot 
the best intlex ever published; and the 
semi-centennial “Catalogue of the Off- 
cers and Pupils of Abbot Academy,” 
Andover, 1879, 127 pp. 

In 1853 he went to London, represent- 
ing the publisher of “Uncle Tom's 
Cabin,” returning the next year, 

He was a trustee of Abbot academv 
from 1868 and its treasurer from. 187@ 
to 1901. His gifts to the academy 
amount to about $75,000; and he gave 
to Phillips academy and the town also, 
celebrating his last birthday by a gift 
for school purposes, 

He married, May 24, 1848, in Philadel- 
phia, Penn., Irene Patience Rowley. 
daughter of Reuben Rowley and Irene 
Guernsey, of Lansing, N. Y., and a 
graduate of Abbot academy, 1843. She 
survives him. They had no children, 

Mr. Draper died at Andover, Mass., 
of cerebral hemorrhage, January 8, 
1905, aged eighty-six years and twenty- 
seven days,

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Indian exhibit which 
arranged by Librarian William A. 
Walsh at the public library, has as- 
sumed proportions much greater than 
was at first intended at the beginning 
of his cojlecting. The exhicition of the 
work of the pupils of the public schools 
held at the tbrary, meeting with such 
thorough response from the parents 
and others who visited it in large 
numbers, suggested to Mr. Walsh the 
thought that resulted months later in 
the interesting group of articles now 
to be seen so acvantageously display- 
ed. The idea of showing some of the 
actual, every day work of Indian chii- 
dren, being done at the various scho Is, 
to offset the influence of the immens~ 
amount of misleading literature’ so 
widely published and eagerly read vy 
children of certain age. The first step, 
the letter to a government = school, 
brought sufficient evidence that the 
Indian children were doing quite as 
good work on the average as _ the 
children in the public schoolshere, and 
were following the successive steps 
r. .cessary to develop into useful and 
highly mtelligent citizens, with respect 
for law and order eyual to those of 
any civilized race. This work of In- 
dian children wag added to by the toan 
from friends of Mr. Walsh, a list of 
interesting articles owned by them 
bearing on the subject of their skillful 
handicraft. 

Much of the school 
to be mounted and 
visitors will fing alldepartments easily 
accessible. From the Boston puolic 
library was obtained the loan of 66 
half tone portraits and 86 colored 
plates of famous Indian chiefs. These 
are interesting to both young and old, 
and cover a Jarge space in the exhibit. 
The different features and various 
headdress of the tribes being cleariy 
shown, . 

The charts of school work are 2. 
by 28 inch in size and are from the 
United States. Department of the In- 
ternational Bureau of Indian Educa- 
tion. They represent various: grades 
and give the name of the school, name 
of the pupil and include beside Erg- 
lish composition, map drawing, water 
color work and charcoal drawing.

Inatter was not strictly represntative. | 
By a vote passed at the convention it 
was decided that any grand council 


could,-if it so desired, select supervis- 
ing district deputies, who should have 
a voice and vote in the annua] session 
of the grand council. There was only 
one limitation, that they should not 
vote for the supreme representatives 
or alternates. 

This measure insures the supreme 
council being a representative body as 
far as the representatives or alter- 
nates elected by the grand councils 
are concerned. " 

The supreme council is composed of 
besides the representatives of the 
srand councils, its own life members 
and the organizers of the order. Many, 
if not all, of these members voted in 
favor of the increase of rates, and it 
is the legality of these votes that is 
being discussed at meetings of the su- 
bordinate councils. Legal advice is be- 
ing sought on this matter by the com-

Option A is a constant rate for the 
full period of life for all present and 
new members who elect to take the 
Same at attained ages at the nearest 
birthday.

Here the member enters: at the ‘late 
rate, of his attained age, and until 65 
years of age pays that flat rate, but 
having attained the age of 65 he jumps 
to $16.08, which all members of that 
age are required to pay,
